QUITTING 


LONDON (CP) - - Amid Bri¬ 
tain's economic woes. Harold 
Wilson has quit as prime min¬ 
ister. stirring a squabble with- 
"in his Labor Party ot a possi¬ 
ble successor 

While his gov^i-nmenl re¬ 
mains in power, hanging by 
the slender thread of one seat 
in the 635-8eat House of Com¬ 
mons. WilSvMi’s sudden an¬ 
nouncement Tuesday raised 
speculation of a possible gen¬ 
eral election. The Labor man¬ 
date does not run out until Oc¬ 
tober. 1979. , 

As Labor members met to 
prepare procedure for picking 


a new chief. Con»er\’ativc 
leader Margaret Thatcher, 
still imtried in the field, chal¬ 
lenged Labor to an early elec¬ 
tion fight. 

London slock market prices 
slid and the wobbly pound lost 
another half-cent, down to 
$1.9135 TU.S.) as Wilson. 60 
last Thursday, announced he 
planned to return to the back¬ 
benches after leading four 
governments with a total of 
almost eight years in office. 

Wilson claimed he was step¬ 
ping down at a time when Bri¬ 
tain was finally recovering 
from economic paralysis but 


the Lari of Limerick, pres¬ 
ident of the British Associa¬ 
tion of Chambers of Com¬ 
merce. criticized Wilson for 
causing political uncertainty 
at a time when the pound was 
in trouble. 

“Surely, the prime minister 
could have identified a more 
tactful occasion." he said, ar¬ 
guing that Wilson's move 
“can so easily be misin- 
teri>reted anywhere in the 
world."

Georgia’s Jimmy 
Carter swept to a landslide 
victory of his own in the Dem¬ 
ocratic field.

OTTAWA (CP)—Consumer AffairS Minister 
Andre Oiellet resigned from the cabinet Tuesday but 
the opposition continued pressing the government'for 
a full inquiry into charges that cabinet ministers 
interfered with the Quebec courts. 

The New Democrats pro¬ 
posed a motion of non-con¬ 
fidence in the government 
condemning Trudeau's han¬ 
dling <rf the charges but it was 
easily defeated 128-to-102 by 
the government. 

Despite statements by some 
Liberiu MPs they would not 
vote, ail UberaJs in the Com¬ 
mons voted f<M* the govern¬ 
ment, including Floyd Francis 
of Ottawa and Mark Mac- 
Guigan of Windsor. Ont. 

Standings In the 264 • seat 
House: Uberals 139. Conser¬ 
vatives 95, NDP 16, Social 
Credit 13, independent 1. 
There are two vacancies. 

Ouellet announced his resig¬ 
nation in the House after say¬ 
ing the publicity surrounding 
the entire affair made it im¬ 
possible for him to continue 
as minister. He said it was 
also making it difficult to pur¬ 
sue his contempt of court ap¬ 
peal. 

In breaking twx> weeks of 
silence on the issue. Ouellet 
told the House he had asked 
Woriis Minister. C. M. Drury 
to ask a Quebec Superior 
Court judge, if Ouellet could 
apologize for the outburst that 
led to the charge. 

Drury offered to resign over 
the call last week but Tru¬ 
deau refused to accept the 
resignation. 

Opfxwition members were 
not deterred by the Ouellet 
resignation and continued to 
demand that Drury resign. 

They also widened their de¬ 
mands by ^ying Health Min- 
i.ster Marc Lalonde also 
should resign if it is shown 
that he lied to the House 
about his role in the judges 
affair. 

Conservath'e ^ leader" Joe 
Clark quickly made it clear 
his party was not going to let 
the affair drop and would con¬ 
tinue to press for a full public 
inquiry. 

"The need for it is even 
more apparent today." .NDP 
leader Ed Broadbent said. 

He said Trudeau had con¬ 
tinually insisted the House 
has been given all the facts in 
the affair but new information 
had emerged again Tuesday. 

Later, Broadbent suggested 
an inquiry would determine 
whether Lalonde or Mr. Jus¬ 
tice Kenneth Mackay is lying 
about the reason for a visit by 
Lalonde to the judge In 1970.

T^e Revelstoke Dam is to 
be built in Little Dalles Can¬ 
yon three miles north of the 
city of Revelstoke. 

It is to have a height from 


bedrock of 330 feet, a length 
of 1.600 feet' and a water 
“head" of 420 feet. 

The reservoir behind it 
would be' less tlian a mile 
wide and extend 80 miles up¬ 
stream, almost to the Mica 
Dam. covering 26,000 acres 
.and impounding four million 
acre-feet of water. 

The^power project would 
emplo^l.OOO to 3,500 men dur¬ 
ing a six-year construction 
period. The population of Re- 
velstokobovv is about 6300.

“While other departments 
in'•government were being or¬ 
dered to reduce staffs by 15 
per cent, the political party 
staffs were actually being in¬ 
creased.” 

Bennett said that on taking 
office “it seemed incongruous 
to me that w-hile staffs in 
places like Riverview and 
TrsuiquiUe had actually been 
cut by the government, the 
political Staffs hadn't.” 

After the Jan. 28 discussions 
with party leaders he said he 
told them "okay, keep the in- ' 
crease (in staff) to the end of 
the fiscal year. If at that time 
you feel you still need the 
extra help, be prepared to 
make a strong case.”

He had two terms as prime 
minister from 1964 to 1970, 
when he was ousted by the 
Qwiservatives under Edward 
Heath. Wilson returned to 
power in February 1974 and 
kept the premiership in a gen¬ 
eral election that October 

If he had remained in office 
until February 1977. Wilson 
would have surpassed Herbert 
Asquith and Wjnaton Chur¬ 
chill. who each served 8l» 
'years during wartime. 

Wilson’s political shiftings 
to keep the party and country 
together prompted criticism 
that he is a master of political 
expediency. 

Wilson was bom March 11. 
1916, in the grimy Yorftshire 
town of Huddersfield, and at 
the age of eight he was pho¬ 
tographed by his parents on 
the steps of 10 Downing 
Street. At 10 he told his 
mother he wanted to be prime 
mlntsfer orie day 'arid never 
deviated from that ambition. 

He was a scholarship stu¬ 
dent at Oxford and by the age 
of 21 lectured in e(X)nomics at 
New College, Oxford. He was 
first elected to Parliament in 
July 1945 and elected as 
■ Labor party leader in 1963. 

Throughout his political life. 
Wilson tried to retain to(?i 
common touch. In addition to 
drinking beer, he dresses 
plainly and forgoes the plea¬ 
sures of the opera and ballet 
for the soccer stadium.

Courting Arabs doesn H pay 


PARES (AP) — I-Yance’s 
dreams of billions of extra 
dollars in trade revenue re> 
suiting from its support of 
Arab foreign policy has been 
badly shattered.

WASl-nNGTON (AP) — The 
United Stales suspended dip¬ 
lomatic relations with Equato 
rial Guinea because the small 
African nation violated “ac¬ 
cepted norms of international 
diplomacy’’ by barring two 
American diplomats, the U.S. 
state department says. 

U.S. officials also said Mon¬ 
day the suspension came after 
an official of Equatorial Guin¬ 
ea sent an •’insulting” letter 
to the two Americans as they 
concluded a visit there earlier 
this month. The letter was fol¬ 
lowed by a telegram last 
week declaring the two of¬ 
ficials persona mwi grata, bar¬ 
ring them from the country. 

The two Americans were 
Ambassador Herbert Spiro 
and Consul William Mjth^ 
_oefer; who serve in..nflgW»r^ 
ing Cameroon but are glso ac¬ 
credited diplomats to Equato¬ 
rial Guinea. 

The U.S. has not maintained 
a full-time diplomatic mission 
in Equatorial Guinea since 
1971, when a U.S. diplomat 
there murdered another 
American official in what was 
alleged to be a “quarrel over 
a homosexual act.” 

Equatorial Guinea, located 
on Africa’s w'est coast, ob¬ 
tained independence from 
Spain in 1968. The country has 
supported the airtivities of the 
Soviet Union and Cuba in An¬ 
gola. but U.S. officials said 
there was no previous indica¬ 
tion from Equatorial Guinea 
that it was dissatisfied with 
the activities of U.S. repre- 
-sentatives. 


She ’s not a rebel, 
says Patty’s father 


SAN FRANaSCO (AP) — 
Randolph Hearst took the 
witness stand Tuesday to d^ 
fend his daughter Patricia, 
describing her as strong- 
willed but not a rebel ready 
for conversion to terrorism. 

Hearst also accused a pros¬ 
ecution psychiatrist of urging 
him to b^ome involved in 
"plea bargaining” rather than 
go forward with his daugh¬ 
ter's bank robbery trial. 

But the main point of 
Hearst’s testimony was that 
the 22-year-old defendant was 
not the rebel described in 
prosecution testimony the day 
before Dr. Harry Kozol. 

. “She was a very bright girl, 
pretty,” said Hearst. pres¬ 
ident of the San Francisco 
Examiner. “She was strong- 
willed. 1-think. She was fun to 
be with.“ 

The day ended without com- 
• <(>letioiv ^-tesUmol^r in- the. 
trial, now in its eighth week. 
But defence lawyer F. Lee 
Bailey ihdicated later he e.x- 
pected closing arguments to 
begin Thursday, with the case 
golns to the Jury possibly tliat 
afternoon. 

Bailey said outside court 
that he would have at least 
one more witness—Miss 
Hearst’s mother. Catherine. .\ 
bid by the prosecutibn to call 
more witnesses was turned 
down by the judge, at least 
lemfiorarily. 

Asked by Bailey if he recog¬ 
nized Kozol's descriptions of 
his daughter as angry and bit¬ 
ter, a rebel in search of a 
cause, Hearst said; "No.” 

He described how his 
daughter would come to visit 
the family frequently when 


she was living away from 
home with her fiance and said 
he had told psychiatrists 
"about the same thing I'm 
telling yju njw-.” 

Then he told of his meeting 
with Dr. Joel Fort, who tes¬ 
tified that he advised against 
a public trial for Miss Hearst 
but denied he was seeking to 
"fix” the case, as charged by 
Bailey. 

"He (Fort) suggested—he 
didn’t use the woi^. but plea 
bargaining was what it 
amounted to,” Hearst said. 

Under eross-examination, 
Hearst said he did not believe 
Dr. FOTt was attempting to 
fix the case in his conversa¬ 
tions with the Hearsts but was 
asking them to consider the 
option of plea bargaining. 

Before her father took the 


stand. Miss Hearst and her 
"best friend” of schooldays 
traded grins across the court¬ 
room. Patricia Tobin said 
from the witness stand she 
wanted to help Miss Hearst 
"any way I could.” 

Miss Tobin, 21. sought to 
give jurors in the bank rob¬ 
bery trial an alternate expla¬ 
nation of a damaging tape- 
record^ talk she ha^H^h 
the heiress' dcfendaiiv two 
days after Miss Hearst was 
arrested. 

She swore she never tt)ld 
the FBI that Miss Hearst 
probably had joined the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army 
which kidnapped iv?r tw-q 
years ago. She denied every 
damaging statement alxnit 
Miss H^rst attributed to her 
in FBI reports.

Aziz Ahdab who d^ 
dared an army coup against 
the CSiristian president last 
week, w'aited uneasily for the 
politicians to resolve the dis¬ 
pute. 

The Palestinian Saiqa guer¬ 
rillas. who take orders from 
the Syrian government, re¬ 
ceived fresh reinforcements 
and set up roadblocks at the 
capital’s southern edge with 
heavy weapons. 

Behind them for several 
miles to the south were sol¬ 
diers from the renegade Mos¬ 
lem "Lebanese Arab Army” 
of Lieut. Ahmed Al-Khatib. 
lounging around their tanks, 
armored cars and pirated 
troop-transport trucks. Kha- 
tib's rebels now support Ah- 
dab’s coup. 

Ahdab’s army coup, which 
u’on backing from a Iwo- 
thirds majority of parliament 
during the weekend, capped 
11 months of civile war, army 
disintegration and lawlessness 
growing from Moslem de¬ 
mands for mere power in Le¬ 
banon's Christian - dominated 
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economic and political sys¬ 
tem. 

Ahdab has issued half a 
dozen threats to shell Fran- 
jieh out of his hilltop palace If 
he continues to ignore the res¬ 
ignation order, first given 
when Ahdab named hims^f 
"provisional military ruler” 
Thursday night. Franjieh, 
however, has held out. his 
palace surrounded by 1.200 
loyal troops and 600 Christian 
gunmen. 

FJvidence of inflation at the 
Syrian-imposed delay also 
came from Kamal Junblatt. 
the most prominent leader of 
Moslem leftist forces and the 
political brain guiding Khatlb. 

“The explosive situation 
cannot be allowed to cem- 
tinuo.” he said.

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Change of tune 


P RIVATE CITIZEN John Turner seems to have 
developed a far better grasp of the problems 
besetting Canada's national economy than Finance 
Minister John Turner ever had during his lengthy term 
of office. 

That a man who has spent the past 10 years in the 
upper echelons of government holding such decision¬ 
making positions as registrar-general of Canada, 
minister of consumer and corporate affairs, solicitor- 
general, minister of justice and finance minister could 
be transformed into an ^ordinary concerned citizen 
after a brief six months in the cold hard world is 
nothing less than a modem miracle. 

It might also be taken as an apology for past com¬ 
plicity and a warning of the continuing threat to the na¬ 
tion posed by the Trudeau clique. 

In a well-paced speech before the Ontario 
Economic Council Monday, Mr. Turner did a masterly 
job of dismantling the government’s economic policies 
one by one. He attacked continuing government expen¬ 
ditures, Ottawa’s method of the application of con¬ 
trols, the decision of the government to maintain them 
indefinitely and the injustices brought about by the at¬ 
tempts of the federal government to follow imprac¬ 
tical economic theories, 

In some areas Mr. Turner, citizen, seemed to be 


criticizing the earlier actions of Mr.-Turner, minister. 
He said, for instance, that it has been argued that 
government expenditures are not inflationary even 
though they are increasing more quickly than output 
as they i^istribute purchasing power. This, it might 
be recalled, comes perilously close to his own position 
as finance minister when he brought down his last two 
budgets. 

However, be that as it may. he has today changed 
his tune. “Surely,” he says, “that is not so. Those 
from whom a share is taken fight to preserve that 
share by increasing their money claims.” 

Mr. Turner also took exception to Prime Minister 
Trudeau’s implied threat that Canada’s present 
economic and social system could be chang^. The 
main thrust of his argument here was that any alter¬ 
native would remove the political and economic 
freedom Canada now enjoys. 

Certainly Mr. Turner’s words were effective. Had 
they been made at the time of his resignation they 
,would have been devastating. 

Difficult as it is to guess whether Mr. Turner has 
future political ambitions, his speech could easily be 
interpreted as an opener in his campaign to take over 
the leadership of the Liberal Party. 


Tory hopes high 


F or the FIRST time in the long parliamentary 
history of the United Kingdom, tte prospect of 
a woman occupying the offices at No. 10 Downing 
Street in the near future is very bright indeqd 

Prime Minister Harold Wilson’s resignation, 
which he called “irrevocable,” was announced Tues¬ 
day, He will leave office as sooifas the Labor Party 
elects a new leader. And that leader, whoever he may 
be, assumes the mantle of the prime minister. 

It has been the custdm, not likelylo be abandoned , 
in this instance, to call a general election so that a new 
prime minister can obtain a personal mandate. 

It may not come immediately, but it will not be 
delayed for long. It will provide the opportunity for 
Margaret Thatcher, leader of the Conservative Party 
opposition, to test her popularity with the electorate. 
And there are significant signs that point to her suc¬ 
cess. 

For one thing, there is more solidarity among 
Conservatives than under the leadership,of Eklward 
Heath. In a recent byelection, the Conservative can¬ 
didate won a substantial 5 per cent increase in support 
which gave his party cause for jubilation. 

It was considered proof of wavering Labor support 
which, if it applied in Coventry, the seat in contest, 
would be reflected elsewhere and would be sufficient 
to ensure a Conservative win in a general election. 

Possibly more important to the Tory hopes is the 
fact that there is disarray within the Liberal Party, 
with the leader, Jeremy Thorpe, under slanderous at¬ 
tack but inevitably damaged to the point that his 
resignation is likely. 

Moreover, in the ruling Labor Party there is 
sharp, and often bitter dissension. 


On March 10 a government motion to 
drastically reduce spending in the public service, in¬ 
cluding the holy cows of education and hospital con¬ 
struction. was defeated when-the left wing of the party 
abstained from voting in a bloc. ^ 

The next day Mr. Wilson recovered his equilibrium 
when he won a vote of confidence by a margin of 17 
when the rebel left returned to the fold. 

But with a pariiamentary majority of only one 
seat, the Labor government’s position is always 
precarious, and with two byelections pending in areas 
of doubtful Labor strength, uncomfortably shakey. 

In the coming electoral test much may depend on 
Labor’s choice of a successor to Mr. Wilson, There are 
three possibilities immediately apparent: James Cal¬ 
laghan, the formidable foreign secretary, Denis 
Healey, chancellor of the exchequer, both of them 
moderates, and the erudite radical left-winger, 
Anthony Wedgwood Benn, energy minister. 

There is a possibility Mr. Benn might gain the 
upper hand if the left-wing dissatisfaction with Mr. 
Wilson’s leadership is not appeased. He would not have 
the popular appeal of either of his colleagues, 
however; and the party is well aware of it. 

But neither Mr. Callaghan nor Mr, Healey would 
face with total equanimity the prospect of meeting 
Mrs. Thatcher on the hustings. Not only would this 
-scholarly woman command an impressive Conser¬ 
vative vote; she would almost certainly take to her 
party's candidates a number of disenchanted Liberals, 
to say nothing of what could be an overwhelming ma¬ 
jority of women voters from all political sectors. 

It's a fascinating area for conjecture. 


An atmosphere of insecurity 

Lebanon a long way from recovery 


“Don't mistake a few 
remaining buildings or shops 
for Lebanon, the spirit is 
gone,” a Lebanese commen¬ 
tator says, surveying tbe 
queasy pax Syriana in this 
countryv 

He is one of many here who 
are silent in print during these 
days of obscure, often violent 
political jockeying. No national 
renewal has yet succeeded the 
open civil war that cost at least 
12.000 dead. 40,000 wounded, a 
quarter-million displaced 
persons and half the factories 
burnt or looted. 

Abductions and murders feed 
the, atmosphere of insecurity. 
Employees are afraid to cross 
sectarian lines to their jobs. 
Streets, lined with blast-taped 
windows, ^pty at dusk. Little 
rebuilding has started, but ar¬ 
tisans do a brisk trade in steel 
security grills for the remain¬ 
ing inhabitants. The first ship¬ 
ment of $12 million United Na¬ 
tions emergency relief is due. 
but reconstruction is only at 
tlie discussion stage.

Syria — and tbe Palestine 
Liberation Organization — 
have.tbe force to deter or cir¬ 
cumscribe any large-scale out¬ 
break of fighting. Syria could 
presumably strike one more 
blow to jolt the agonizingly 
slow Lebanese pace towards 
law and order. 

Governing habits in 


Damascus rely on an apparatus 
of authority. But in Lebanon 
the Army, the sole possible en- 
forcement arm, has 
fragmented badly. Renegade 
eommands exist in three outly¬ 
ing regions. Any attempt to 
rebuild a strong army will 
revive unresolved Lebanese 
political conflicts. 

The Syrian mediators ^tum- 
ble on the lack of any common 
denominator among the embit¬ 
tered political factions. In ad¬ 
dition, ATbb rivals ace sniping 
at the S^ian hegemony, 
notably Iraq and its Palestinian 
proteges in the extremist “Re¬ 
jection Front”: 

It amounts to a war oLattri- • 
tion, which Syria will suffer 
more acutely as the spring 
deadline approaches for new 
decisions on the Israelr- 
occupied Golan Heights. 

“'ITiere is a convergence of 
words in Lebanon, not a con¬ 
vergence of Interests, " an 
Arab analyst says. Syria’s goal 
is to consolidate its leadership 
over Israel's "Eastern Front” 
— Jordan, Syria, Lebanon and 
the Palestinians.

In the policy papers Tory 
leader Joe Clark used during 
his campaign, a section on ex¬ 
ternal affairs and defence 
deplores the mess the Trudeau 
government has created. The 
country does not understand 
what Trudeau is doing. Clark 
says' external affairs are no 
longer debated in Parliament, 
and foreign policy matters are 
decided by the prime minister 
and his non-elected advisers. 

The Armed Forces have been 
decimated to the point where 
Canada not mily cannot meet 
her collective defence commit¬ 
ments, but right now “could 
not even meaningfully enforce 
extended fishing limits."

Before then, however, Mr, 
Clark can. and indeed should, 
demonstrate to the country in 
what rejects and to what ex¬ 
tent his foreign and defence 
policy would differ from what 
Trudeau has been doing in the 
past eight years. There is 
nothing to stop Mr. Clark from 
starting to show right now 
what basic principles he in¬ 
tends to follow. ' 

He outlined some in his 
policy papers. For example: 
“Canada’s relations with the 
United States must be.

. . . ■ And; “Our commitment 
to NATO goes deeper than a 
treaty; it is based on the need 
to defend common values 
against a common enemy."

This plan I have to help the government 
get rid of its surplus powdered milk and eggs 

— and even more important, to help the poor 
old taxpayer — sounds so simple 1 know it 
couldn't possibly work. 

Simple solutions are very unpopular these, 
days, or so it seems. Perhaps there is some 
kind of unwritten law that requires any 
cabinet minister caught making a simple 
decision to resign immediately. 

But as I am no cabinet minister, and so 
have nothing to lose. I will fearlessly put 
forward my suggestion as to how we might 
handle our surplus problem to everybody's 
benefit. 

As I understand it we now Itave a com¬ 
plicated system which is designed to en¬ 
courage the production of such thinks as milk 
and eggs. This system is also supposed to find 
a way to sell these products once they have- 
bden produced. 

But the system seems to be only working 
in one direction. It has produced a lot of eggs 
and milk, all right. But it can't sell the darned 
stuff, and what little it does sell is sold at a 
loss. 

But it isn't sold at a loss, or a lower price, 
to Canadians. The only people who can 
benefit from our cut-rate produce are those 
who live in other countries. 

Tbe result is that Canadian taxpayers and 
consumers are. as usual, being zappM in two 
directions. Our taxes are used to support the 
system, but prices of this produce which 
can't be sold continue to go up. 

Now I realize that it is unethical to bring 
prices down. But if we are in a spot where we 
can't even give the stuff away to other 
countries, why don't we give it to ourselves? 

As we all know, our taxes support 
medicare and hospitals. They support jails 
and many other federal, provincial and 
municipal institutions. And today all of these 
institutions, as prices continue to soar, are in 
need of more and more rtibney — our money 

— to continue to operate. 

Food costj figure among the major ex¬ 
pense items. So instead of ha'Ving these in¬ 
stitutions go on the open market for food 


purchases, why don't we give them our sur¬ 
plus stuff? We can't eat it, we can't sell it and 
it is mighty expensive to store. 

So set up some kind of a system whereby 
this food, before it rots and while it is still fit. 
for consumption, can be channelled to public 
institutions. It mig^t not sound like much at 
first glance, but if every public-supported 
organization which has to feed people all 
across the country did not have to pay for 
milk and eggs, it would add up to give a sav¬ 
ing. 

Instead of having to use more tax money 
lo meet ever-increasing costs, this saving 
could be used. As I said, it rmght not be much 
but today, as any taxpayers will tell you, any 
little help would be gratefully received. 

Naturally the taxpayer would still be cal¬ 
led upon to support this system which en¬ 
courages over-production. But this would 
mean he would be zapped only once. Not 
twice. And while being hit over the head once 
is painful enough, it is less painlul than being 
hit over the head twice.

Right about here some people may be say¬ 
ing this sounds as though I was advocating 
that people in such places as hospitals be fed 
inferior food. That is not the case at all 

They would be getting the same food, of 
the same freshness and quality, as the 
housewife buys for her h'ome. It merely 
means that the institutions wouldn't have to 
pay for it. 

_ Anyway, that is my suggestion. Perhaps it 
wouldn’t work, but I do think something 
should be found that will work. 

It could be that I am Incurably old- 
fashioned. But I do recall the day’s when food 
was a very precious item to most Canadians . 
and waste was considered a majgr sin. 

That might be one reason, I suppose, why 
the thought of tons and tons of perfectly good 
food being left to rot in warehouses, or being 
peddled abroad for prices far below what we 
pay here, upsets me. 

No wonder Mr. Trudeau says our 
traditional marke,tplace isn't working. How 
can it when we hive a government that can I 
even tackle such a basic problem as what to 
do with our food?

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IT WOULD seem somewhat Ironic that the good ones, or 
the great ones, of the sporting world, are also the most help¬ 
ful, the quickest to offer a hand for a good cause.

Deplorable incidents of this kind shock the public into a 
state of disbelief, because the general public is not really 
aware of the all-too-lax laws governing the granting of bail to 
dangerous offenders. Murder and-or attempted murder rate 
as dangerous as anything you can find. To the public, such 
freedom is unwarranted and inexplicable, giving further 
truth-to the theory of permissiveness in our court system. 

THE EVENTS duHng the weekend in Calgary bear out 
the contention that those charged with such offences, should 
nut be allowed freedom while the dispositioif'of their trials is 
taking place. 

cine Calgary policeman is dead as a result of the alleged 
actions of the two criminals—a death that should have never 
occurred and one that would not have occurred had the law 
possessed the proper safeguards. 

Politicians like Senator Ray Perrault have suggested 
there will be a public outcry surrounding the affair, which 
might rate as the understatement of the year. Not just an 
outcry, but a cacaphonic outcry, hopefully, so that the 
looseness of the system can be tightened to the degree 
where such men could not be set free while Under the gravest 
of charges In our books.

The spiraling worldwide 
arms race — now reaching a 
staggering (300 billion annually 
— Js en^ngering economic 
gromh in developing countries 
and increasing the danger of 
eventual world war, according 
to military and arms experts 
here. 

Moreover, according to con¬ 
gressional sources, there Is 
currently no serious inter¬ 
national effort to check con¬ 
ventional and'strategic 
(nuclear) arms sales to 
developing nations. 

★ ★ ★ 

One "hopeful " note, ac¬ 
cording to these congressional 
sources: Many developing na¬ 
tions — particularly in the 
Mideast and Africa — are so 
"sated” with conventional 
arms purchases that large ex¬ 
penditures for new weapons 
systems would be difficult 
and/or unnecessary. 

WJiile 60 per cent of all arms 
purchases represent money 
spent by the United States and 
the Soviet Union, the amount of 
money spent by developing na¬ 
tions on weapons has more 
than doubled between I960 and 
1974 — rising from (16 billion to 
(39 billion annually, a new, 
private study indicates. 

The findings on 1975 military 
expenditures were released in 
a study sponsored by "three 
arms-control groups — the 
Arms Control Association, the 
Institute for World Order, and 
the Members of Congress for 
Peace through Law Vacation 
Fund. 

★ * * 

Some congressional sources 
familiar with the findings say 
that in certain respects the 
statistics may be misleading. 
While the bulk of the spending 
was by the Soviet Union, the 
United States, and European 
NATO and Warsaw Pact na¬ 
tions, the only areas of large- 
scale military purchases were 
in the Mideast

How many times have you 
heard a chagrined motorist 
observe: 

“If they wanted to they could 
build a tire that never would 
wear out." 

The “they,” of,^course, are 
the tire builders. 

Well, the motorist has a new 
ally, E. M. Estes, president of 
General Motors. 

He has challenged the rubber 
Industry to help eliminate 
spare tires of the future and 
reduce car weights to save, 
nearly a million gallons of gas¬ 
oline a day. 

"Obviously we can't do that 
with cars already on the road." 
Estes concedes. 

"But that hypothetical figure 
of a million gallons gives you 
an idea of the potential. 

"The trouble is. we still don't 
know how to eliminate the 
spare on cars of the future 
without having to put ad¬ 
ditional weight and cost into 
heavier tires and possibly ex¬ 
tra equipment on cars." 

★l 

The challenge, says Estes, is 
to develop a four-tire, run-flat 
system that would do the job 
without adding so many new 
pounds on the automobile. 

We need to save all the 
pounds we possibly can by 
removing the spare, maybe one

of these days up to say. 80 to 90 
per cent of its total weight. 

As a stopgap, the auto in¬ 
dustry soon will begin equip¬ 
ping new cars with smaller, 
temporary spares to save up to 
20 pounds, according to Estes, 
or a third of the weight of a 
conventional spare.

The smaller tire will allow 
more trunk space, too. and 
that's important In compact 
and subcompact cars. 

Firestone Tire and Rubber Co.

He says the next generation 
of tires will be so smooth rjin- 
ning when flat that drivers will 
ne^ a warning on the instru¬ 
ment panel to know about a 
deflaM tire. 

So, says Di Federico, air- 
pressure warning systems are 
being developed in response to 
the auto industry's concern 
that motorists would drive too 
far on flat tires and ruin them 
without knowing it. 

The warning systems also 
will make a big hit with truck 
operators who often have a 
tough time checking inner dual 
tires.

of or at least keeping pace with 
arms sales. 

Recently, Dr. Malcome R 
Currie. Assistant Secretary of 
Defence for Research and 
Development, said he believed 
the next few decades will be 
particularly dangerous 
. because of the proliferation in 
arms sales. 

Among major issues facing 
arms-control experts is how lo' 
check international competi¬ 
tion between* nations to sell 
arms world wide. While the 
U.S. and Soviet Union are the 
two largest arms traffickers, 
the United Kingdom, France, 
West Germany. Czecho¬ 
slovakia and Poland also have 
energetic sales programs.

-Marshall Crowe fj'om presid¬ 
ing over the hearing on tiie 
basis of his earlier involve-' 
ment with one of the ap[)ii- 
caAts.

British Columbia once again seems to be coming back 
into focus for those who glance w'estward from tlie towers (rf 
Toronto’s Bay Street, combing the horiztm for investment o|>- 
portunity. 

The change in government here last December seems to 
haTie done the trick. That was the view expressed here Tues¬ 
day by two prominent Bay Streetere. who were here as key 
executives of the Investment Dealers Association of Canada. 

E. C. (Cam) lipait, Toronto, IDA chairman and Andi'ow 
Kniewasser, Toronto, the association’s fulltime president, 
both expressed optimism about investment in B.C. during an 
interview heitw 

They and other IDA executives had spent the better part of 
the previous 48 hours discussing tJie provincial ec >nomy and 
its (^ook with captains of industry in Vancouver and with 
two cabinet ministers in Victoria. * 

Kniew’asser said that what he had discovered tm his visit 
here confirmed for him what he had hktaixl back east — that 
there has been a turnaround in ctmfidence in investment. 

"Certainly miracles can’t be achieved overnight.’’ Knie¬ 
wasser said, "but those who put forth projects need a cer^ 
tainty in planning their pro.iects. And the atmosphere for new 
invesment in B.C. is attractive.’’ 

“Investors'have to be in a position of knowing what tlie 
niles are and are liWpi’y to be," Lipslt added. Ho went on lo 
»ay that businessmen need plenty of advanct? time to get 
projects rolling and he felt that sucli time was now available 
with a free-enten«lse goveitimmt in Victoria. ^ 

One of the more important factors in making B.C. tick 
along, economically-speaking, is to create a better financial 
community in Vancouver, Kniewas'ier said. He said that that 
was one of the things that was discussed in conversatiixis 
with B.C. Finance Minister Evan Wolfe anti Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral Garde Gardim here Tuesday morning. 

More specifically, the IDA men were asking about the 
prospects of allowing options trading to begin on the Van¬ 
couver Stock E.xchange, a form of investment denied B.C. 
residents although sudi trading has begun in Toronto ami 
Montreal on a limited basis. 

Oritiwis trading was not allowed in B.C. when the idea 
was put up fw approval more than a year ago to the Uien- 
NDP government. 

"Ves, we made a representation to the government on 
behalf of our member firms," Kniewasser said. "I believe it 
was favorably received. 

"We as an association should be doing everything we can 
to help Vancouver become an over-all trading centre. There 
should be more underwriting done here, more blue chip 
stocks on the market and tl^re should be opti<xis.", Knie¬ 
wasser said. 

"And we found that there is a irfiilosophical difference 
than with the people we have been talking lo out heie,” he 
added. , 

Lipsit went on to say that B.C. is getting lo be more and 
Tnort?! important in th^ marketplace. He cited as pro >f that 
Robert Wyman, presi/!ent of Pemberton Securities of Van¬ 
couver, will be the first chairman of the IDA from B.C. in 
almost 20 years when he is slated to assume that positiim in 
1977. 

"But w'e have to consolidate and iion out some of the 
dlffermces in B.C. Perhaps broker-dealers should be all 
under the same^ roof as other investment dealers," Lipsit 
said. 

The securities industry has gone through quite a jieriod of 
consolidation and retrenchment in the past two years with a 
slow, low nmrket.Kniewasser was askedlf this meant dial it 
was getting difficult to recruit new people into the industry. 

"It’s a surprising fact." he said, that applications for the 
Canadian Securities Institute investment courses "are up 08 
per cent this j-ear." 

"We have about 4.IX)0 enrolled in courses this year, with 
about 2.300 of that number taking the-first, or preliminaiy 
section.’’ he added. 

"TTiis is a tremendous increase in interest in young i)eo- 
ple. And they’re right in their decisiwi because the dimen¬ 
sions of the Chadian capital maricet are going to double in 
the next five years,’’ the n>A chief said. 

"All economists and governments agree on one thing 
that this country is going to need about S300 billion in new 
capital in constant dollars betw een now and 1985, and in cur¬ 
rent dollars, about 1900 billion.

MONTREAL — A slowing 
down of the olin^ of 7Y«n- 
dioator in the eecond haU of 
1973 has been ccmfirmed by 
just-released complete data 
for the final quarter of the 
year. 

The most recent Trendica- 
tor Report, published today, 
shows that the Rc^'al Bank’s 
ectmomic baronwter rose at 
an annualized rate of 1.4 per 
cent in. the final quarter of 
1975, after increases of 2.1 per 
cent, 4.2 per c«it and 1.0 per 
cent in the first three 
quarters of the year. 

‘ 'Trendicator’s modest 
climb in the third and fourth 
quarters of 1975, following re- 
latixely strcaig gains in the. 
first half of the year, rein¬ 
force our view that Canada’s 
eccmomic recovery during 
1976 will be less robust than in 
previous post slowdown 
phases,” said Dr. Robert Ba- 
guley, Royal Bank senior 
economist and co-designer of 
the index. 

Baguley pointed out tl^t 
real GNP increased at an 
a\^erage annual rate of 6.7 per 
cent in the last post slowdown 
period, from 1971 to 1973, and 
averaged less than 5 per cent 
in only one of the other four 
recoveries since the Korean 
War. 

“Yet our own forecast is 
that reail growth this year will 
not exceed 5 per cent. In 
other words, it will be a rdai 
tively slow recovery.” he 
said.

turies to come, say scientists 
'^t the Massachusetts Institute 
djfJ^hnology (MIT). 

Thomas McCJord. director of 
MIT’s astroi>hy8ical 6bs«va- 
tory, and Michaei CJoffey, a 
staff scientist at MIT, outlined 
toe for mining the as¬ 
teroids at toe Lunar Science 
Conference held Tuesday in 
Houston, Tex. 

VWe have concluded ^.^'that 
there exist significanl eco¬ 
nomic, environmental and po¬ 
litical incentives fojs'toe nUli- 
zation of extraterrektrial re¬ 
sources and that no insur- 
mountaUe technical problems 
exist to prevent such utUiza- 
ttefi,'* dv atientists said in a 
po^ delivered to the cenfer- 
ence. 

Using telescopes on earto, 
they say they have deter¬ 
mined that some of the as¬ 


teroids are composed largely 
of iron and nickel. 

The asteroids are frag¬ 
ments, some the size of iiny 
planets, that orbit the sun in a 
belt between Mars and Ju¬ 
piter. 

Tlie scientists estimate that 
a space mining venture might 
bring ba<rk metal each year 
worth at least $140 billion. 

They envisage thousands of j 
workers located on the iiwi- 
rich asteroids, melting the 
metal into ingots in large 
swlar furnaces. When toe time 
was right, a rocket-powered 
tug would push 100 million 
of "iron and nickel across 
the sky on a year-long joui^ 
ney toward earth orbit. 

'There, it would rendezvous 
with a large space factory co-

eased 


HAME.TON (CP) — Bio¬ 
feedback can control epileptic 
seizures in patients who Imve 
become totally incapacitated 
by their condition, Dr. Adrian 
Upton, a Hamilt<m neurolo¬ 
gist, said on the weekend. 

Dr. Upton, associate profes¬ 
sor of medicine at McMaster 
University, said about half of 
34 patients treated so far have 
shown improvement, 13 d 
them a dramatic change for 
the better. 

He told a meeting of the Ca¬ 
nadian Science Writers Asso- 
jciation that a 23-yearold man 
who once had five seizures a 
day despite conventional med¬ 
ication to control them has 
not had wie since 1974. 

The man now takes conven¬ 
tional medication and uses 
biofeedback. 

He said that often a patient 
has epileptic brain activity— 
the brain shows rapid elec¬ 
trical discharges d the type 
which produces epilepsy— 
more often than he actual 
seizures. 

Blofee(tt>ack aiUows patients 
to listen to their own ampli¬ 
fied brain waves and control 
their seizures, Dr. Uptem said. 
About a third of epilepsy pa- 
tiwits can stop their seizures 
if they ha\'e advance warning 
of them. 

The technique also may 
help patients associate warn¬ 
ing signs witli seizures, he 
said. There might be a tin¬ 
gling of the face or fingers 
before a seizure but a patient 
never associates the two be¬ 
cause a seizure erases the 
memory’ of the events imme- 
diateljrpreceding it. 

Dr. Upton said .a se\'en- 
yeardd girl, after one bio- 
- feedback session, learned to 
stop her seizures by gripping 
her hands tc^ether when she 
felt her fingers tingle. 

It might be possible one 
day, he said, to Implant a 
miniaturized unit which will 
record rhythms from an ab¬ 
normal area d the brain and 
start "an implanted stimulator 
to intervene with the abnor¬ 
mal Thythms and restore the 
brain’s normal electrical dis¬ 
charge.

Jimmy Ccmnom is being 
“used and badly advised” by 
his present frier^ who are 
“selling his talents at maiic- 
down prices," the former 
manager of the young United 
Slates tennis ace has charged. 

"It is sickening. It is ludi¬ 
crous. It i& a charade." Bill 
Riordan of Salisbury, Md., 
said. 

Riordan is the wealthy 
tennis patron and promoter 
who to^ over Connors four 
years ago and helped build 
him into a multi-million-dollar 
commodity. 


He was Instrumental in fo- 
mating Connors' fevids with 
the Association of Tennis Pro¬ 
fessionals and instituting SIO- 
milUon suits against the 
players group and sponsors of 
the French and Italian tou]> 
naments for barring Jimmy 
in 1974. 

The suits were settled out of 
court, with a sizable i>ayment 
to Connors and a change in 
ATP rules which had barred 
all but ATP men>bera from 
sanctioned tournaments. 

Shortly after Connors was 
beaten by American Arthur 
Ashe in the 1975 Wimbledon

Tag returns from the Georgia Strait head-recovery pro¬ 
gram to evaluate salmonid hatcheries are showing that 
release timing is critical for chinook salmon. ^ 

Salmon tag returns are guiding Big Qualicum hatchery in 
the choice of release dates for chinocdcs and the third we^ in 
June is now believed to be the best deadline fcr releasing * 
Chinook from Big Qualicum. 

In deciding how long to retain young salmon, hatcheries 
must balance size against time. 

It is important to get the fish up to a large size before 
release, but if they are held too kmg they don’t survive well 
in the ocean. For many years it was difficult to know when 
Chinooks were being held too long. 

The introduction of coded-wire nose tagging made it pos¬ 
sible to compare survival of groups released on different 
dates. 

Big Qualicum's first chinook release timing e.xi^eriments 
involved the 1972 and 1373 brood years. 

The fish of each brood year were divided into three equal 
sized groups. ^ 

One of the three groups was released about two weeks 
before the expected peak downstream migraticn of wild (non- 
hatchery) chinoc4t in the Big Qualicum River. 

Another grc^ was released two weeks later, close to the 
exi>ected peak. 

And two week after that, the third gix)up was I'eleased. 

Already head returns with coded wire tags tell an inter¬ 
esting story for these groups, but it must be remembered 
totals will not be complete until 1978 when the last of the 1973 
brood Chinooks are caught. 

The 1372 brood was 37,773 chinook released on June 6, 

1973, and 77 tagged heads have been recovered the fishery 
so far. 

The 1972 brood saw 37.125 smotts of the mid-group re¬ 
leased June 20. 1973, with 130 recovered the fishery. 

The 1972 brood saw 38.141 smelts of the late group 
released July 4,1973, with six recovered so far. 

The 1973 brood saw 19.499 chinook smolts released June 
l.T 1974, with 115 recovered by the fishery so far. 

The 1973 brood saw 17.057 chinotA smolts released June 
27. 1974, with 48 recovered by the fishery so far. 

The 1973 group saw 19.314 chinook smolts released July 9, 

1974, with 24-recovered by the fishery so far. 

Federal fisheries researchers note tag returns show that 
early and mid-June releases produced good ocean survival. 
Rates of survival seems highest in the June 13 and June 20 
releases. 

But. for any group released after the third week In June, 
tag returns are much lower. 

Researchers note: "Further experimental w6rk is needed 
to establish release dales more precisely, also to see if the 
present conclusions hold true, in years of colder or warmer 
weather conditions. 

"Such information will come from the tagged chinoc^ 
heads that fishermen return in future years." 

That means sfwrts fishermen have an opportunity to help 
fisfu^H^S biologists and hatchery managers release fish at 
times that wilt mean toe best return on the aports fishing 
grounds. So when you catch that next salmon see if it has a 
clipped adipose fin. If it has. cut off the head and deliver it to 
one of the head return depots, at most large marinas. 


Summary of tags from SeptemSiS^ caught fish showed 383 
(.'lO per cent) wer4 chinook and (67 per cent) w^rc coho, "nie 
others had unreadable or lost tags. 

Of chinook tags recovered 279 (73 per cent) w'ere of Cana¬ 
dian origin — 125 from toe FHintledge, 71 from the Big 
Qualicum and 57 from C^pilano hatchery. 

Seventy-eix per cent (292) were of toe 1974 brood year. 

„ Of coho tags recovered 840 (97 per cent) were of Canadi¬ 
an origin — 628 from Big Qualicum, 171 from Rosewall and 17 
from Capilano. 

Eight-four per cent (728) were from the 1972 brood year; 
136 (16 per cent) from the 1973 brood year; and get this, five 
lone per cent) were from toe 1971 year . . . and those 
last five four-year-old coho are the ones that cause (Httolems 
in King Fisherman Contest identificatkm.

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Get active in politics, Gabriola fears super-Jerry coming 


Island chambers told 


drOURTKNA Y — The 
chamber of commerce can no 
longer afford to be non-poli¬ 
tical. delegates attending the 
Associated Chambers of Cbm- 
m«rce of Vancouver Island 
convention were told Sunday 
by provincial chamber pres¬ 
ident Bert Price. 

He said the chamber tended 
to shy away from political 
issues, “but we must become 
involved." 

Price maintained, however, 
that the chamber must re¬ 
main non-partisan. 

"There should be no doubt 
that our organization is politi¬ 
cal — in the sente that' we are 
vigorously in favor of private 
enterprise and the freedom 
which allows and encourages 
pitvate and personal initiative 
and ingenuity and strongly op¬ 
posed to any political ideals 
which would eliminate diese 
rights." 

PiTCe said people in the 


chamber movement do ikjI 
get social improvements con¬ 
fused with socialistic philoso¬ 
phy. "because we recognize 
they are poles apart. 

"Certainly, we do recognize 
that socitU changes must 
occur and to have the ec<v 
nomic aldjity to bring about 
these T'hanges we need the 
private initiative system 
which will produce the dollars 
to pay the costs." 

Economic and social 
changes were largely ham¬ 
mered out in the political 
arena, he said. For chambers 
of commerce to fail to partici¬ 
pate in this political area by 
questioning legislation which 
would threaten economic abil¬ 
ity — even though this might 
bring the chamber into con¬ 
flict with the governing bodies 
— would be an abdication of 
resiKHisibilities so often talked 
ab(Mt in chamber circles. 

"We must take our opinions 


into this political area — in¬ 
volve ourselves," Price said. 

Outlining responsibilities of 
commiihity chambers, Price 
said a good chamber should 
be an instrument to establish 
and maintain a healthy and 
growing business sector. 

Price said a good chamber 
strived for better hospitals; 
adequate fabilities to house 
the aged: works for Improve¬ 
ments of all local services 
such as water, street and rec¬ 
reational programs. 

A chamber is more than a 
community building organiza¬ 
tion, ho said. It should be 
deeply involved in public af¬ 
fairs and in keeping its 
members and the community 
informed on all legislation 
which affects them. To do 
this, the chamber must be in¬ 
terested and involved in the 
affairs of governments at all 
levels.

I.zK‘al Red Cross spokesman 
Gerry Savage said he was 
completely surprised by the 
blood shortage. Shortages 
usually occurred during 


Quistma.s and summer holi¬ 
days. when regular. donors 
were away and traffic ac¬ 
cidents tended to increase, he 
said. 

The only reason he could 
offer for the new crisis was 
the flu. Many i^egular donors 
weren’l showing up for clinics 
because they were sick with 
or just recovering from the 
latest flu bug. he said. 

The flu also explained wby

Victoria General Hospital 
has curtailed surgery because 
of the flu.

P.onip, it is contending with 
CP Rail’s application to dis- 
continue passenger service on 
the Island and suspend both' 
passenger and freight service 


between Parksville and Cour¬ 
tenay. 

Those involved spent Tues¬ 
day floundering in the last 
century. In his argument on 
behalf of the province. Smith 
s|>ent considerable time deal¬ 
ing with old agreements dat¬ 
ing to 1871 and the actual 
terms of B.C.’s union with 
Canada. 

It was a stefE-by-stej) 
process to try to prove that 
because of massive land 
grants and cash subsidies con¬ 
nected to the original agree¬ 
ments, the company is stuck 
with Ihe obligation In provtiie 
pa.'ssenger service t'erniancnt- 

ly- 

In presenting argtiment 
Monday, CP Rail counsel Nor¬ 
man Mullins s|id #arly agree¬ 
ments had be^ misinterpret¬ 
ed and didn’t bind the com- 
l>any to permanent service. 
He stressed that CP nail was 
losing numey on Ihe scrvi<-e 
and that it was economically 
unsound to keep pouring cash 
info a "bottomless pit.” 

The interpretation, is one of 
the places where Mbilins and 
Smith part company. The CP 
Rail lawyer argues that the 
key word is "continuous” and 
that, it refers to an unbroken 
line of track, and not a period 
of time. 

That’s where Smith’s gram¬ 
mar lesson came in Tuesda;^-. 
Referring to a federal agree-' 
menl of 1884 setting term.s of 
land grants and mineral 
rights. Smltli noted the word¬ 
ing: " ... work continuously 
a line of railway .. ." 

It was an adverb, he said, 
and not a verb as CP Rail had 
made out the day before. As 
such it meant ‘^continuously” 
in terms of time, he said, re¬ 
ferring to tw'o dictionary dofi^ 
nitions to offset one men¬ 
tioned by the company. 

Taking the hearing hack 
through history, Smith quoted 


from early federal and pro¬ 
vincial agreements that he 
said ended a "fe.stering dis¬ 
pute" that almost took B.C. 
out of confederation. 

The railway on Vancouver 
Island solved the problem and 
the agreement, he said, ‘^made 
it clear the original builders 
— the Dunsmuir group — had 
to provide service "continu¬ 
ously" because of the grants 
concerned. Since this ^Hga- 
tion was "for all time," Smith 
said, it was passed on to the 
CPR when it bought the 
E & N shares in 1905. 

Altogether, Smith said, land 
grants for the building of the 
E&N added up to more than 
2.1 million acres U4 times 
the size of Prince Edward Is¬ 
land. Cash sub.sidies, which 
ende<l in 1915. totalled more 
than $1.5 million. 

Tlie land has since*" been 
sold, but no one has been able 
to find out what the total prof¬ 
it was. Smith said it was 
known that between 1946 and 
3974 773,000 acres — about a 
third of the grant—were sold 
for more than J136 million. 

Figures for E&N profits 
and losses were merged with 
tlvise of the CPR in 1929 and 


Smith said the province had 
been unable, as a result, to 
trace the annual E&N finan^. 
cial picture in recent times. 

He didn’t agree, however, 
that a company like CP Rail 
couldn’t manage to come up 
with the necessary figures. 

"I find it incredi'bie to be¬ 
lieve a railway that can tell 
me how many ties it has and 
the age of those ties, right 
down to the l^t tie, is not in a 
]>osition to tell me the finan¬ 
cial position of its opera¬ 
tion.” he said. 

Sijiith argued that the com- 
nvission had Jurisdiction over 
the pa.'isenger service in the 
broad sense, but not power to 
discontinue the service. This, 
he, said, was because the obli¬ 
gation to maintain service in 
pen>etuity was contained in 
sjH!ciul acts of legislation. 

"The Parliament of Canada 
has take* to Itself that author¬ 
ity.” he said, "and it is only 
the Parliament of Canada 
that can remove it.'' 

He said the commission 
could refuse CP Rail’s appli- 
talibn to enc^ passenger ser¬ 
vice on any one of three 
points: 


• That the company had 
not complied with conduct 
marketing studies and im¬ 
prove stations, as set put fol¬ 
lowing a 1970 hearing: 

• The obligation to con¬ 
tinue service: 

• The argument that the 
commission hasn’t the juris¬ 
diction to end the service. 

The terms that called'for an 
attempt to improve the ser¬ 
vice followed - a 1970 hearing 
In which CP Rail failed in ah 
attempt to OTd passenger ser¬ 
vice at that time. 

Instead, Smith said, the 
company had purposely let 
the service deteriorate. 

"I submit that rather-than 
listening to the decision of the 
commission, they have been 
listening to die dictates of 
higher CP management,” he 
said. 

Those dictates, he argued. 
Vere to “get out of the ser¬ 
vice.” 

Smith also said the applica¬ 
tion to’suspend passenger and 
freight service between 
Parksville and Courtenay 
should be disallowed.

Vander Zalm. should make his 
position clear on Ihe draft. 

Ouikshank said it was im¬ 


perative. that existing chil¬ 
dren’s laws be rewritten 'be¬ 
cause social w'orkers and 
othei-s had found it necessary 
to use unwritten altenialives. 

"Our existing legislation is 
one of the most antiquated 
systems in the country.” he 
said. 

Alternatives to apprehen¬ 
sion or arrest of juvenile de¬ 
linquents or children su.spci l- 
ed of being abUS'ed at home 


are common jnactice though 
not laid out in today's laws, 
he said. 

Alternatives under Ihe new 
act'would include: 

B Short term .cu.skKly of 
children believed abandoned 
by parents,: 

• Surrender of gtiardian- 
ship by an admitted unfit 
pareqt wanting to avoid Ihe 
painful court pnx-edure.

TORONTO (CP) — Rising 
prices have pushed an in> 
cre^ng nuir^r ot Canadi* 
ans to steal food and clothing, 
a survey conducted by Retail 
Securities Agencies shows. 

Robin Tuff, the firm’s 
nk>r vice-president, said in an 
interview that people who 
steal basic necessities have 
become prevalent in shoplift¬ 
ing cases. The firm surveyed 
300 stores in.. Canada. Tlje 
chA'acteristics of the 3,700 
shoplifters who had been 
arrested were fed into a com¬ 
puter. 

Mr. Tuff said pensioners 
made up only half of one per 
cent of aU those caugh^ shop¬ 
lifting, but 13 per cent of them ’ 
were caught steeling food. 

These figures show that 


pensioners are honest but po¬ 
verty is driving them to steal, 
sadd Mr. Tuff. 

The survey also showed that 
nine per cent of the people 
caught stealing were unem¬ 
ployed. About 19 per cent of

Mr. Tuff said the survey 
showed that the country's wel¬ 
fare system might not be 
working and food stores are 
filling the gap. 

The survey also showed that 
students, who made up 48 per 
cent of those caught, stole 
’ smaller amounts of items 
than adults. Women stole 
more expensive items and 
‘ people 20 to 40 years old stole 
the most in dollar terms. 

Dr. AaMn Levine, a Mon¬ 
treal psyi^iatrist. said in an 
interview that inflation is 
partly to blame. 

“People think'^ stealing as 
their way to get back at 
higher prices.“ he said. 

“For other people it’s the 


need to take a risk. For them 
it’s a compulsive act.” 

However, a downtown 
Toronto department store de* 
tective said that when some 
people come into the store 
“they know exactly what they 
are doing,’’ 

He said other people are 
caught with an accomplice 
and some tfven have a list of 
what they are going to steal. 

“There are three main rea¬ 
sons why people steal," he 


said. “It’s the accessibility of 
goods, poor service and finan¬ 
cial need. 

“Wa get aU kinds of people 
stealing here who should 
know better — nuns, doctors 
and policemen.’’ 

Tile detective said the only 
way to stop people from steal¬ 
ing is to catch them. 

“Thafs probably the only 
bright spot in the whole pir- 
ture.” be said. "We get 
almost no repeaters."

Dewr Aon Landers: In a re¬ 
cent column, you wramed of a 
little-known but not-so-rare 
disease called Herpes Simplex 
II, which has been linked with 
sterility and cancer. 

I am not a physician. I’m a 
college counselor who became 
acquainted wnth Herpes 
through the sad e3q)erience of 
a bright, handsome college 
student who picked up the in-- 
fection during a holiday break 
when he renewed an acquaint¬ 
ance with a former girlfriend. 

During our discussion he re¬ 
membered his girlfriend had 
been intimate with a man who 
has frequent cold sores. 

Herpes is a cold-sore virus 
that is rapidly becoming a 
venereal disease because of 
the increasing incidence of 
oral-genital sex. Pornographic 
movies and “art” have popu¬ 
larized wal sex in a way that 
was * unheard of even five 
years ago. 

As a counselor, I can’t tell 
you many of my colleagues 
(as w*ell as sexologists are 
directly or indirectly encour- 
agii^ oral sex play. 1 think it 
is only fair that the public bo--> 
madEN aware of the risks that 
accompany this sort of activ¬ 
ity. 

I have seen many articles 
on Herpes in the newspapers 
and popular magazines, txit I 
have ne\er seen any mention 
of the connection between 
Herpes and oral sex. 

Maybe the writers are too 
gutless to tell it like It is. How 
about you. Ann Landers? —

Vera Taylor, who is a 
member of the nutrition and 
cafeteria committee the 
Scarborough board erf educa¬ 
tion, said her group is recom- 
mending that nutritional 
training be made available 
for all elementary and sec- 
<mdary teachers. 

‘‘Children don’t throw 
lunches into garbage pails 
and buy french fries because 
they hate their wrapped sand¬ 
wiches,” she said. 

“I’m beginning to think 
buying french fries is like 
wearing a group uniform. 
Theris must be something 
'comforting about them, like 
wearing jeans.”

“He has done one thing that 
we were unable to do during 
the election campaign." Levi 
said. “He lias been able to 
make a liar out of (Premier) 
Bennett. The premier said 
during the campaign that he 
would not tinker with Min- 
come, and here we already 
have a means test." 

I^evl is the former human 
resources minister. 

He said the NDP had never 
just handed money out to el¬ 
derly people with established 
bank accounts. “We always 
insisted that whatever funds 
they had in the bank be re¬ 
garded as earning 5 per cent, 
and we regarded that 5 i)er 
cent as part of their income.’’ 

Levi did not say how his 
government knew how much 
elderly people had in their 
bank accounts. He described 
the NDP system as a “com¬ 
puted asset system.’’ 

He said he had “never 
heard so many flat-headed 
statements" from a man who 
instead of reducing unemploy¬ 
ment had created more unem- 
ploymmt. 

Levi added that he was dis¬ 
appointed in the failure of 
various community organiza¬ 
tions to rebel against Social 
Credit policies. 

“Where are the directors of 
such organizations as the 
United Way and the CerelH*tl 
Palsy people?’’ he asked. 
“Tm wailing for those direc¬ 
tors to si>eak up. They were 
always ready to receive funds, 
fronx ue. Where are they 
now?’’ 

Levi said Vander Zalm ap¬ 
peared determined to take 
B.C. back to “the days of 
porkbarrel grants where each 
handout is politically motivat¬ 
ed. 'We are on the way back to 
the days of Bennett the 
Elder." 

He said the province had 
suffered 20 years of neglect of 
people under the former I'e- 
glme of W. A. C. Bennett, 
“and what \v’e have right now 
is the beginning of another 
Iieriod of neglect."

Cougar limit 
won’ll go up 


No change will he made in 
the cougar hunting limit on 
Vancouver Island this year, 
despite |K»ssiUle Increases in 
the limit on the cougar- 
troubled Lower^Mainland. 

Hunters on tlie Island wlil* 
be .limited to two animals a 
year, regional wildlife blolcjc^ 
gist Daryl Hebert said Tues¬ 
day in Nanaimo. 

His comments came after 
Vancouver fish and wildlife 
officials said there hafthcoQ a 
“sharp increase" in the cou¬ 
gar population. 

Residents’ complaints, most 
of them from Maple Ridge 
and Agassiz areas, rose from 
16 in 1974 to 47 the next year. 


according lo'a government re¬ 
port. 

But Hebert said complaints 
the Island had been 
“average or below average." 

He did urge residents and 
tourists to watch for black 
bears, which could also cause 
problems, and to refrain from 
feeding them or attracting 
them by leaving garbage out. 

The fish and wildlife report 
said there were 482 com¬ 
plaints of black liears in the 
Lower Mainland last year. 

"They are largely a nui¬ 
sance problem, but there is a 
potential danger, especially to 
small children.“ one officiaj 
said.

ACTRA said vMiss Wid¬ 
does would be classified as a 
“nonqualified person” for the 
play and its members would 
be foi1>idden to work with her 
in it. A union spokesman said 
the penalty for ignoring the 
order would be a $100 fine. 

Miss \V1ddoes, reached at 
her home in New York, said 
she had given the situation a 
lot of thought, consulted with 
her union and immigratirm 
authorities, and had d^ided 
she wants “to ccmie and play 
the role if the producer still 
wants me.”

John Hirsch, head of the 
CBCs TV drama section, said 
of the nxn’e than 2,000 roles 
cast by his department since 
January 1975. all but 20 had 
gone to Canadians. 

He said the producer spent 
two weeks lotting at Canadi¬ 
an actresses who were not 
tied up in other work, then 
decided none was right for the 
McCIungfrole at the age the 
woman would be in the play. 

The unitxi rule, if main¬ 
tained, could effectively kill 
the productidn. There are 28 
speaking roles and 50 
for extras in the play and 
almost all of these would nor¬ 
mally be filled by ACTRA 
members. 

Union and netwoWc officials 
met Monday, but could not 
resolve the issue.

It is true that I ha\^ a vio¬ 
lent aversion to lifting pota¬ 
toes. for 1 detest the bending 
and scrambling around on my 
hands and knee.s fackinig up 
the tubers after forking foem 
out.

t)ur lawn is usually shaggy 
and whiskery around the 
edges, .for I will go to any 
lengths to avoid the monoto¬ 
nous and boring chore of clip¬ 
ping around the edgd^ by 
hand. 

But strangely enough. I 
don’t mind digging over a va¬ 
cant piece of ground — in 
fact, I get quite a kick out of

Garden notes 


With my favwite long- 
handled, , pointed-^iose shovel, 
the job can "be done without 
too fouch bending and stoop- 
and there is a wonderful 
satisfaction in the sight of the 
comrgeted work; each spade¬ 
ful turned over neatly so all 
weeds and crop residues are 
completely buried. 

We DO have a rototiller, but 
whenever time and the pres¬ 
sure of work pennils, I use 
my shovel. 

★ ★ ★ 

There is a soul-satisfying 
rhythm in the swing of arms 
and body, in the clean, sharp 
blade full depth into the soil, 
in the unhurried levering and 
lifting, hands moNing smooth¬ 
ly on shaft and grip polished 
by long usage. 

It is a delight to w^tch e 
real old-timer at weak and to 
note his apparently leisurely 
pace. 

Not for him the frantic ef¬ 
fort to get the whole patch 
done before siijiper. He has 
learned by long experience to 
takiPi <mly narrow bites of soil, 
to work unhurriedly, and to 
pause, lean on the spade han¬ 


dle and take a breather at the 
end of each row. 

★ ★ ★ 

If digging is to be a plea¬ 
sure rather than a chore, the 
spade or shovel must be cho¬ 
sen with care to suit its 
owTier, and must be mairN 
tained in good condition. 

It shouldn’t be too large or 
too heavy, and it should lie 
easily aito comfortably in the 
hands. 

A good spade won’t be 
found on any bargain counter, 
although an expensive tool 
isn’t necessarily a good one. 

It is best to select your 
spade as you would a golf 
club. Pick it up and handle it. 
Judge it carefully against the 
length of arm and leg. 

Test it for balance to sec if 
it feels good in the hands and 
chei'k the smoothness and 
finish of the handle, for 
rough, sfdintery wood can be 
unad)4terated misery. 

★ ★ ★ 

A carefully chosen spade — 
or a long-handled shovel like 
mine — should become an old 
friend and remain a treasured 
pissession for years. 


Given proper care, it will 
not deteriorate with age but 
will actually improve. The 
blade will acquire a keenness 
which no manufacturer can 
impart, while the handle 
takes on a jiatina like that of 
antique furniture. 

From time to time, tJie edge 
of the blade is touched up 
with a file to remove any 
itjughncss. and the metal 
parts are well, cleaned and 
wiped with an oify rag tp pre¬ 
vent rust. 

★ ★ ★ 

I felt rather badly last year 
when T turned In a friendly 
old car tor a shiny new 1975 
model, glistening with 
chrome, and I think I will feel 
the same way when the time 
comes to replace my ancient 
shovel. 

I hear, though, that spades 
with stainless steel blades are 
now available, with tubular 
steel handles coated with 
tough plastic for smoothness 
and hanl wear. 

If I ever fjpd it necessary' to 
part with rfty tried-and-true 
garden companion, it will be 
for oTfc of these aristocrats. 


People dress against times 


It is one of the less publi¬ 
cized laws of economics that 
people dress against the 
times. 

Thus W the affluent 'eO’s it 
was chic to look like a pea¬ 
sant. One paid fantastic 
prices for pre-faded jeans. 

The remainder goods of the 
surplus store suddenly be¬ 
came the mark-up fashions of 
the boutique. The ai>proved 
afipearance was disheveled 
poverty. 

People spent hours making 
themselves kx>k as if they 
didn’t care how they looked. 
The richer the world got. It 
seemed, the more people 
wanted to look like tramps. 

★ ★ ★ 

Now that people are getting, 
well, less rich one may con¬ 
fidently predict an Age of 
Haute Couture, especially for 
men. 

Ruffled shirts in the office. 
Black ties at the neighborhood 
movie. White patent-leather 
tennis sneakers. Who knows? 
Even the top hat may ewne 
back. 

The motto of the late ’70s. 
we can guess, will read: 
"Keep up the Front.” 

H all this is true, does it 
mean that fashion is civiliza¬ 
tion’s most advanced form of 
insincerity? Perhaps. A non-* 
book called Man in Charee by 
fashion designer John Weitz 
shamelessly suggests as 
much.

Why is New Yoik the most 
fashion-conscious place in 
America, if not the world? 
Because, Weitz reasons, it is 
also “the Insecurity centre of 
America.” And what is going 
on may be described as a 
kind of “costume party” to 
camouflage that insecurity. 

Weitz confronts the problem 
Squarely — at least from the 
point of view of a fashion de¬ 
signer. He has no intention of 
curing insecurity: he proposes 
to improve disguises. 

Look secure, and maybe 
you’ll feel secure. At any 
rate, other people will think 
you're secure, and that’s the 
main thing. This is the gist of 
Weilz Wisdom. 

★ ★ ★ 

^ "Keep up the front.” With 
Weilz the advice extends 
beyiind clothes — costumes — 
to include a whole school of 
acting. “Urdess you’re broke.” 
he writes, "flat brokte — and 
maybe e\-en if you are — fly 
first class." 

The Weilz front, then, is not 
so much a confirmation as a 
denial of the facts. 

Take, for instance, the 
Weitz heariy handshake. 
"You should shake firmly." 
Why? "To show you’re a 


straightforward. honorable, 
dear, warm, peach erf a guy.” 
An^ of course, the less peaohy 
you are, the more necessary 
the gesture becomes. 

★ 

The Weitz man is like a 
bankrupt trying to bluff his 
creditors — and even sadder, 
himself. If I sit at a "status” 
table in a "status” restau¬ 
rant, doesn’t that really make 
me important? So goes the 
logic of Keep-uivthe-front. 

Beau Brummellism of the 
'70’s, sooner or later, must 
call tq mind that glass of 
fashion himself. The hard 
times Brummell costuiTie9\ 
himself against (it w-ill beU^y 
membered) featured iRe 
lYench Revolution. 

In a brilliant little essay 
Virginia Woolf summarized: 
‘‘'The French Revolution 
passed over his head witlwut 
disordering a single hair." 

★ ★ 

Brummell. she admitted, 
failed to record "a single 
noble, impfirtant. or valuable 
action to his credit.” He spent 
hours of drudgery, washing 
and dressing, nibbing his 
teeth with a red root, chang¬ 
ing his linen three times a 


day. applying gallons of eau- 
de-Cologne. 

To what avail? 'The best 
that could be said of him was 
that his ”bow8 were exqui¬ 
site.” Or{ "He brought the art 
of tying a neck-cldh to perfec¬ 
tion ” In Byron’s phrase, he 
achieved "a certain exqui.site 
propriety.” 

★ ★ ★ 

It is possible to declare the 
dandy Ws own work of art — 
a butterfly that exists for the 
sake of Us flutter. It is also 
possible to moralize about the 
awful waste in such superfi¬ 
cial dedication. 

Probably a ’76 policy paper 
on dandies ought to 
position between these^^k*;' 
tremes. If there is undeniable 
frivolity to the dandy, there Is 
also bravery. It takes charac¬ 
ter to be that frivolous. 

★ ★ ★ 

The dandy, within hU 
limits. Is a fierce idealist who 
will not compromise with the 
smallest speck of dust, the 
lightest wrinkle. In a messy 
world he hold.s out for unroa- 
lity-under-glass. He is his owr 
allegory — the Englishman In 
tiie jungle, dining by hirmelf 
in full dress. 

There should never be 
many dandies at a given 
time. But a BruDjmell or two 
about now might do our 
morale good, like a flag flying 
over a btileagucrcd garrison.

VANCOUVER (CP) — Th* 
people who provide do-it-your- 
divorce kits for British 
Cilumbians are going to oi¥er 
similar kits and services to 
persons wishing to sell their 
homes or set up a business. 

The rationale, as explained 
l)y Don Burdeny and Bill 
Hume, is simple -eave time.

cut costs, and be in control by 
knowing what you are doing. • 

Mr. Burdeny, who es¬ 
tablished Western Divorcer- 
vice Ltd. six years ago. envis¬ 
ages 40 offices throughout 
B.C. for his Independent List¬ 
ing Service (ILS) to assist the 
homeowner in selling his 
hi^se for a cost of about $295. 

This compares with a real 
estate agent's commission of 
about seven per cent if the 
homeowner acts through a 
multiple-listing service. 

"There's no reason to pay 
the high price of a real estate 
agent to sell a property,” said 
Mr. Burdeny. “Most people 
would rather sell the house 
themselves and give the 
break to the potential pur¬ 
chaser. 

"Through TLS, the seller 


will be able to have the same 
service, which inchides (H>en 
house signs and a complete 
program explaining how a 
property shoi^d be set uf> for 
sale, how it is sold, where he 
can get an appraiser and 
where the mortgage money 
will be available for the pur¬ 
chaser*. 

Mr. Bkirdeny relates ttiis 
new. service to the do-lt-your- 
self divcrce ktt he established 
in March, 1970: "What we've 
done is taken all those prob- 
lenr areas, researched them 
and put t^em together in a 
nice simple fdrmat.” 

Mr. Burdeny and Bill 
Hume, who has the Van¬ 
couver divorce service fran¬ 
chise, ai'e both 29 and de¬ 
scribe themselv’es as happily 
married men who didn't like 


working for other people. 

Mr. Hume was aurvoying for 
B.C. Hydro when he first be¬ 
came Involved with die do-it- 
yourself business. His wife 
Anne, a legal secretary at the 
time, initiated the idea of set¬ 
ting up a kit, similar to Divor- 
cervice, giving people all the 
informatkm needed to set up 
their own businesses. As a re¬ 
sult, the Incorporation Guide 
Centre was set up two years 
ago. 

It offers an incorporation 
kit, with tyi>lng and process¬ 
ing services, for $129. Com¬ 
bined with the TISl govern¬ 
ment fee, this can establish a 
business in about two weeks. 

The kit contains a corporate 
pecords folder; three sets of 
articles, the rules by which a 
company operates; share cer¬ 


tificates and an instruction 
manual e^qilaining deproce¬ 
dure for incorporation, orga¬ 
nization, selling up records 
and management relations. 

An accounting kit is being 
prepared, he said, and for 
about $70 a person will get a 
program for keeping proper 
books so that even if an ac¬ 
countant is hired later he 
won't be "handed a shoebox 
of records an^ have to spend 
costly hours trying to 
straighten out years cf mis¬ 
management.” 


Canadian turtles face, extinction 
due to raids by U.S. restaurants 


By ROSEMARY PITCHER 

GUELPH (CP) — A Univer¬ 
sity of Guelph zoologist says 
Canadian snapping turtles 
will become extinct If United" 
States restaurateurs continue 
raiding Ontario marshes each 
spring. 

Prof. Ronald Brooks said 
the approach of spring will 
mean truckloads ot snapping 
turtles will he taken across 


the border to be turned into 
turtle soup. 

“The demand for turtle 
soup in the United States had 
• ali'eady reduced the snapfung 
turtle irapulolion to almost nil. 
Now they are coming over 
here for their supply. We 
can't seem to find any law to 
protect sTiaiH>ing turtles.” 

A study made by Prof. 
Brooks and graduate students 
has revealed that snapping 
turtles do not reproduce until 


they reach the age or six or 
seven. Predators eat sBOSt pf 
the young while they HUl aw 
in the infant stage. ■ ^ ■ 

"The average survlvari^te 
of a batch of 40 to 60 eggt Md 
by a female snapping tur)lfe is 
less than one” Prof. 0itodcs 
said. 

"Restaurateurs are interest¬ 
ed only in large adults, 25-to 
ao-ppunders and these are the 
ones which wopld normally 
lay the eggs in the Spring.”

One can understand my as¬ 
tonishment and my chagrin 
when they were recently ac¬ 
quitted by Judge Mackay. As 
a result of my comments" on 
this occasion, Judge Mackay 
cited me for cixitempt of 
court and a few weeks later, I 
was found guilty by the as- 
scK'iate chief justice, Judge 
llugessen. *• 

1 immediately appealed this 
decisiem. During the trial and 
since that time, I have ab¬ 
stained from all public com¬ 
ment on this affair. 

Recently, as a result of a 
clearly calculated indiscre¬ 
tion, niy case has become the 
subject of a political debate of 
rirulent partisanship. 

It h^ become very clear 
during the last few days that 
my most elementary rights as 
an accused appealing a deci- 
siem, noriso much before the 
courts but before public opin¬ 
ion, risk being seriously com- 
l)romi8ed by a ijolitical de¬ 
bate, whHe ^y own decision 
to remain silent— which goes 
back to the start of my 
case t$ placed in question 
and is used against me by 
some.

I believe that in the case 
now under appeal, it is not in 
my interests as a party in the 
case or in the interests of our 
judicial system, that my aj)- 
peai be heaM in an atmo¬ 
sphere of political par¬ 
tisanship, which some people 
in and out of this House, de¬ 
liberately have sought to 
create. I do not doubt that the 
Quebec Court of Appea^ can 
maintain itself above political 
consideraticxis. Despite every¬ 
thing, out of respect for our 
judicial system. I Want to 
see that* justice follows its 
course in the best possible cli¬ 
mate. 

I will submit to the recision 
of the court, whatever it will 
be, but meanwhile, I intend to 
use all the^I^al means avail¬ 
able to an accused before the 
courts. 

In the second place, the de¬ 
bate concerning my case 
seriousiiy risks reducing ihy 
efficiency and the value of my 
work as minister of consumer 
and corporate affairs.

Jimniy Connors is being 
/'used and badly advised” by 
'|iis present friends who are 
' '‘selling his talents at mark¬ 
down prices,” the former 
manager of the young United 
States t^mls ace has charged. 

“It is sickening. It is ludi¬ 
crous. It is a charade,” Bill 
Riordan of Salisbury, Md., 
said. 

Riordan is the wealthy 
totnis. patron and promoter 
who took over Connors four 
years ago and helped build 
him ^nto a multi-million-dollar 
comirnodity. 


He was in.stnimenta] in fo¬ 
menting Connors’ feuds with 
the Association of Tennis Pro¬ 
fessionals and instituting HO- 
million suits against the 
players group and sponsors of 
,the French and Italian, tour- 
namenU for barring Jimmy 
in 1974. 

The suits were .settled out of 
court, witii a sizable payment 
to Connors and a change in 
ATP rules which had barred 
all but ATP members from 
sanctioned tournaments.

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Tag returns from the Georgia Strait head-recovery pro¬ 
gram to evaluate salmonid hatcheries are showing that 
release timing is critical for chinook salmiiT. 

Salmon tag returns are guiding Big Qualicum hatchery in 
the choice of release dates for chkiooks and the third week In 
•lune is now Wlieved to be the best deadline for releasing 
Chinook from Big Qualicum. 

In deciding how long to retain young salmon, hatcheries 
must balance size against time. 

It is imi>ortant to gel the fish up to a large si/.c before 
release, but if they are held too long they don't survive well 
in the ocean. For many years it was difficult to know when 
chino(rfcs were being held too long. 

The introduction of coded-wire nose lagging made it f)os- 
sible to compare survival of groups released on different 
dates. • 

Big Qualicum’s first chinook release liming experiments 
involved the 1972 and 1973 brood years. 

The fish of each brood year were divided into three equal 
sized groups. 

One of the three groups was released about two weeks 
before the expected peak downstream migration of wild (non¬ 
hatchery) chinook in the Big Qualicum River. 

Another group was released two weeks later, close to the 
e.xpected peak. 

And two week after that, the third group was released. 

Already head returns with coded wire tags tell an inter¬ 
esting story for these groups, but it must be remembered 
totals will not be complete until 1978 when the last of the 1973 
brood Chinooks are caught. 

The 1972 brood was .37,773 chinook released on June 6. 

1973, and 77 tagged heads have been reoovered by the fishery 
so far. 

The 1372 brood saw .37,125 smolts of the mid-grou}> re¬ 
leased June 20. 1973, with 130 rei’overed by the fishery. 

The 1972 brood saw :^.141 smoHs of the late group 
released July 4,1973. with six recovered so far. 

The 1973 brood saw 19.499 chinook smolts released June 
13. 1974, with 115 recovered by the fishery so far. 

The 1973 brood saw 17,(67 chinook smolts released June 
27. 1974, widi 48 recovered by The fishery so far. 

The 1973 group saw 19,314 chinook smolts released July 9, 

1974, with 24 recovered by the fishery so far. 

Federal fisheries researchers note lag relunis show that 
early and mid-June releases produced good ocean survival. 
Rates of survival seems highest in the June 13 and June 20 
releases. 

But. for any group released after the third w-eek in June, 
tag returns are much low’er. 

Researchers note: “Further experimental work is needed 
to establish release dates more precisely, also to see if the 
present conclusions hold true in years of colder or warmer 
weather, conditions. 

"Such information will come from the tagged chinook 
heads that fishermen return in future years.” 

That means sports fishermen have an opportunity to help 
fisheries biologists and hatchery managers release fish at 
times that will mean the best return on the sports fishing 
grounds. So when you catch that next salmon see if it has a 
clipped adiixjse fin. If it Fvas, cut off the head and deliver it to 
one of the head return depots, at most large marinas. 


Summary of- tags from September cau^t fish showed 383 
(30 per cent) were chinook and (67 per cent) were coho. The 
others had unreadable or lost tags. 

Of chinook tags recovered 279 (73 per cent) were o na* 
dian origin — 125 from the Puntledge, 71 from the Big 
Qualici^m and 57 from Cc^ilano hatchery. 

Seventy-six per cent (292) were of the 1974 brood year.

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Get active in politics, 
Island chambers told 




COURTENAY — The 
chamber of commerce can no 
longeh afford lo be non-poH- 
tical. delegates attending the 
Associated Chambers of Com- 
mefee of Vancouver Island 
convention were told Sunday 
by provincial chamber pres¬ 
ident Bert Price. 

He said ttic chamber tended 
to shy away from i>olUtcaI 
issues, “hut we must becomp 
-imHilved.” 

Price maintained, however, 
that the chamber must re¬ 
main non-partisan. 

“There should be no doubt 
that our organization is politi¬ 
cal — in the sense that we are 
vigorously in favor of private 
enterprise and the freedom 
which allows and encourages 
private and personal initiative 
and ingenuity and strongly op¬ 
posed to any political ideals 
which would eliminate these 
^rights.” _ 

Price said people in tfie^ 


chamber movemrait do not 
gel social improvements con¬ 
fused with socialistic philoso¬ 
phy. “because we recognize 
they are poles apart. 

“Certainly, we do recognize 
that social changes must 
occur and lo have the eco¬ 
nomic ability to bring about 
these changes .we need the 
private initiative system 
which will produce the dollars 
k> pay the coets." 

Economic and social 
changes were largely ham¬ 
mered out in the political 
arena, he said. For chambers 
of. commerce to fail to partici¬ 
pate in this i)6lilic,al area by 
questioning legislation which 
would threaten ev'onomic abil¬ 
ity - even though this might 
bring the chamber into con¬ 
flict vs ith the governing bodies 
— would be an abdication of 
responsibilities so often talked 
about in chamber circles. 

“We miisT^ake our opinions 


into tills political area — in¬ 
volve oureelves,” Price said. 

Outlining responsibilities of 
community chambers, Price 
said a good chamber should 
be an instrument *to establish 
and maintain a healthy and 
growing business sector. 

Price said a good chamber 
strived for better hospitals; 
adequate facilities to house 
the aged: works for improve¬ 
ments of all local services 
such as water, street and rec¬ 
reational programs. 

A chamber is more than a 
community building organiza¬ 
tion. he said, ^t should be 
deeply involved '"in public af¬ 
fairs and in keeping its 
members and the community 
informed on all legislation 
which affects them. To do 
this, the chamber must be in¬ 
terested and involved in the 
affairs of governments at all 
levels.

“They are taking the easy 
w'ay out to avoid the possibili¬ 
ty of -strike and are placing 
their confidence in the Review 
Board to roll back the in¬ 
creases. 

“These employers." . he 
warned, “should not get out of 
the habit of hard bargaining, 
othenvise once the currect re¬ 
strictions are removed we will 
be right back where we left 
off last year with huge one- 
year settlements ’’ 

Price said 1974 saw 
1.100.000-man days lost, main¬ 


ly from strikes and lockouts 
in Xhe constructicai industry. 

At the same time, he said, 
Canadians were witnessing 
tremendous expansion of gov¬ 
ernment spending and w^age 
settlements at an e.xlremely 
high level for employees In 
the public service and crown 
corporations. 

“With this background it 
was not surprising the mood 
of those attending the Canadi¬ 
an Chamber of Commerce 
convention last year seemed 
to favor some type of govern¬ 
ment controls.” 

Price said it was not sur¬ 
prising either that when the 
anti-inflation bill >vas present¬ 
ed. the business community in 
general indicated full support. 

“We should keep in mind 
that this support for the legis¬ 
lation came from the business 
communrty that . normally 
does not want government in¬ 
trusion.” 

He termed it a “shame” 
that labor leaders had not 
given the legislation similar 
support. “It’s a shame to see 
these people condemning the 
review board as they are.”

Community ActiOT Group 
spokesman Sharon MacBain 
said in Victoria Friday that 
the women had been getting 
a special nOO a month grant, 
which was cut off by ihe new 
minister. 

^Vhatever kind of saving is 
that? It doesn’t even save 
money,” she said. 

“Now they have to pay the 
expense of keeping the 
woman in hospital and her 
kids in foster homes. 

“And that’s not even dis¬ 
cussing what this is doing to 
people.” 

Ms. MacBain said the 
women had been working at 
the Community Action offices 


wi the department’s incentive 
grant. 

The program was designed 
to pay people while they were 
preparing lo gel into job 
Paining. 

"It’s lo some exient a ther¬ 
apy program, usually dealing 
with women with children at 
home. 

“These women had had no 
work e.xperience, but they 
wanted to eventually get into 
job training, and in the mean¬ 
while had a need to do some¬ 
thing worthwhile away from 
the home. 

“They got to meet people, 
and learn toi work with and 
for people, and on top of that 
they got $100 a month that 
they desperately needed. 

“Now Vander Zalm has cut 
off that incentive program, 
amd it was too much for these 
women w'ho were just making 
it before. 

'”rhey simply broke down, 
and had to be hospitalized. 

“That’s one terribly cruel 


and expensive way to save 
mqney.” 

Ms. MacBain . saifl provin¬ 
cial welfare programs ap¬ 
peared lo be returning to the 
dark ages of means tests and 
hatred. 

“What this government is 
doing is laying the ground- 
w’ork fbr another Walts 
County riot like they had in 
the States. 


“People whM not put up with 
UtTs sort <rf treatment fwever 
without fighting back.” 

The shortage of money 
could also mean an increase 
in crime, she added. 

“When people dqn't have 
enough money to allow them 
to eat — when their children 
are hungry — they will do 
anything to get money. 

"Just what do they think 


tijey are doing to people in 
order to appear to save a few 
dollars?”

It Iprecast $1,163 billion In 
spendhjg for 1378-77. an in¬ 
crease of $148 million over the 
current fiscal year which ends 
March 31. 

It said there would he cut¬ 


backs in scHhe areas. In the 
health department, for exam¬ 
ple, it (^firmed a govern¬ 
ment detfslon to close 300 of 
the provl|>ce'8 4,000 hospital 
beds. 

The overall budget defirit is 
estimated at $82.1 million to 
bring the net debt to $607.1 
million, pr about $900 for 
every map, woman and child 
in the province. 

But there will be no tax 
inentees knd the government 
intends to go ahead w-tth the 


scheduled* pha^e-out of the 
provincial'pmperty tax. 

A small reduction in provin¬ 
cial ineffthe tax already has 
taken effect. 

Stairs told reporters tiio 
budget reflects “the govern¬ 
ment's commitment to. boat 
inflation..to keep the province 
financially strong, and to con¬ 
trol the growth of the bureau¬ 
cracy. 

New spending includes 
$33,000 for the royal N-isil In 
July and $100,000 to set up an 


ad\'ii^ry cpuneil on toe status 
of women.

TORONTO (CP) - Opposi¬ 
tion parties in the Ontario le¬ 
gislature probably will vote 
against the minority Progres¬ 
sive Conservative govern¬ 
ment. forcing a May election, 
opposition leaders indicated 
Tuesday.

VWe were all right until last 
night.” hospital administrator 
Dr. A. C. Pickles said Tues¬ 
day. Monday night the hospi¬ 
tal "had an exceptkMial run 
on blood,” with one patient 


needing 15 pints, two accident 
victims ne^ng 10 pints be¬ 
tween them, and <Mie other 
emergency patient needing 
five pjnts. 

That was a total of .'10 pints 
used in (xie night. The l^pi- 
tal had enough blood on hand 
for Tuesday's scheduled sur^ 
gery, but almost no reserves, 
Pickles said. 

The hospital was not plan¬ 
ning to cancel any surgery, 


but any mor# epiergencios 
like M<»iday night’s would 
create "very real problems,” 
he said. 

The hospital is counting on 
this week’s special blood clin¬ 
ics to replenish the provincial 
blood bank. 

Local Red Cross spokesman 
Gerry Savage said he was 
completely surprised by the 
blood shortage. Shortages 
usually occurred during 


Qiristmas opd summer holi¬ 
days, when regular d(mors 
were away and traffic ac¬ 
cidents tended to increase, he 
said. 

The only reason he could 
offer for the new crisis was 
the flu. Many regular donors 
weren't showing up clinics 
because they were sick with 
or just recovering from the' 
latest flu bug, he said. 

The flu also explained why 
he spjent two hours <H)e day 


last week on the usually sim¬ 
ple task of rounding up four 
0-positive donors. 

Victoria General Hospital 
has curtailed surgery because 
of the flu. The two major hos¬ 
pitals. along with Saanich 
Peninsula and Rest Haven 
hospitals, are trytnjrto controf^ 
the spread of flu by dis¬ 
couraging visitors. 

In spite of the flu. the spe¬ 
cial clinics have had a spod 
resixinse so far. Many people 


who hadn't donated Mood for 
several years had resrSmded 
to the Red Cross plea, Savage 
said.

‘Corporate child neglect’ hasn’t worked

"The history of this service 
is a clastic case of corporate 
child neglect. The amazing 
thing is that the baby refu.'ies 
to die.” 

The "baby”ek is the K.'iiiui- 
mali and Nanaimo Railway 
and the words were lho.se of • 
provincial government lawyer 
Melvin Smith who spent seven 
hours Tuesday and an tour 
the day before defending the 
little railway’s right to surviv¬ 
al. 

His arsenal imluded 
mounds of documented e\ i- 
dcnce, the complete legal his¬ 
tory of the E & N and a 
grammar lesson that involved 
the firing of a double dic¬ 
tionary volley in return for a 
single blast from CP Rail 
Monday. 

. One of Smith’s main thrust.s 
ns a prolonged Canadian 
Trans|»rt Commission hear¬ 
ing neared an end was the 
contention that the commis¬ 
sion doesn’t have the .jurLs- 
‘tltctlon to let CP Rail end the 
E & N traffic service on Van- 
couver Island. 

The company has indicated 
that if the commission bought 
this argument CP might just 
feel it is in the position to cut 
the service on its own initia¬ 
tive. The reasoning is that if 
the Cre doesn’t have jurisdic¬ 
tion there is no need to seek 
its permission. It would then 
be a matter of waiting for Ot¬ 
tawa to act. 

The hearing, which bcgati 
at Courtenay and then moved 
to Victoria, goes into its 12th 
and final day today. Conduct¬ 
ed by chairman D. H. Jones 
end - Oui iii ui.^kx ief ~g. H. L«-' 
nprde.^it is cunlendiiig wiHi 
CP Rail's application to dis- 
conlmue passenger service on 
the Island and suspend both 
pa.'j.scnger and freight service 


between Parksville and Cour¬ 
tenay. 

Those involved spent Tues¬ 
day floundering in the last 
lenlury. In his argument on 
behalf of the province, Smith 
spent considerable lime deal¬ 
ing with old agreements dat¬ 
ing to 1871 and the actual 
terms of B.C.'s union with 
' Canada. 

It was a ste[>-by-ste(i 
process to. try to prove that 
because of massive land 
grants and cash subsidies con¬ 
nected to the original agree¬ 
ments. the company i.s stuck 
with the obligation to provide 
fiasscnger service permanent¬ 
ly- 

In presenting argument 
Monday. CP Rail counsel Nor¬ 
man Mullins said early agree¬ 
ments had been misinterpret¬ 
ed and didn't bind the com- 
-(lany to permanent service. 
He stre.ssej^ that CP Rail was 
losing money on the service 
and that it was economically 
unsound to keep pouring cash 
into a "boHomless pit." 

The interpretation U one of 
the place.s where Mnllips and 
Smith part company. The CP 
Rail lawyer argues that the 
key word is "continuous” and 
that It refers to an unbroken 
line of track, and not a perirKl 
of time. 

Thai’s where Smith’s gram- ’ 
mar lesson came in Tuesday. 
Referring to a federal agree¬ 
ment of 1884 setting terms of 
land grants and mineral 
rights. Smith noted the word¬ 
ing: ” ... work continuoiLsiy 
a line of railway ...” 

It was an adverb, he said, 
and not a verb as CP ^11 had 
made out the day before. As 
such it meant "continuously" 
In terms of time, he said, re¬ 
ferring to two dictionary defi- 
nition.s • to offset one men¬ 
tioned by the company. 

Taking the hearing hack 
through history. Sntith quoted 


from early federal and pro¬ 
vincial agreements that he 
said ended a "festering dis- 
pute^’ that almost took B.C. 
out of confederation. 

The railway on Vancouxer 
Island solved the problem and 
the agreement, he said, made 
it clear the original builders 

- the Dunsmuir group — had 
to provide service "continu¬ 
ously” because of the grants 
concerned. Since this obliga- 
tl(m was "for all time.” Smith 
said, it was passed on to the 
CPR. when it bought the 
E & N shares in 1905. 

Altogether. Smith said, land 
grants for the building of the 
K&N^added up to more than 
iM'inillion acres Vi times 
the size of Prince Edward Is¬ 
land. Cash subsidies, which 
ended in 1915, totalled more 
than $1.5 million. 

The land has since been 
sold, but no one has been able 
to find out what the total prof¬ 
it Wa.s. Smith said it was 
knowTi that between 1946 and 
1974 77.'’..000 acres — about a 
third <j( the grant—wrere sold 
for more than $136 million. 

Figures for K&N profits 
and losses were .merged with 
those of the CPR in 1929 and 


Smith said the province had 
been unable, as a result, to 
trace the annual E&N finan¬ 
cial picture in recent times. • 

He didn’t agree, however, 
that a company like CP Rail 
couldn't manage to come up 
with the necessary figures. 

"I find it incredible to be¬ 
lieve a railway that can tell 
me how many ties it has and 
the age of those ties, right 
down to the last tie, is not in a 
position to toll me the finan¬ 
cial position of its opera¬ 
tion," he said. 

Smith argued that the com¬ 
mission had Jurisdiction over 
the passenger service in the 
broad sense, but not power to 
discontinue the service. This, 
he said, was because the obli¬ 
gation to maintain service in 
perpetuity was contained in 
siiecial acts of legislation. 

"The Parliament of Canada 
has taken to itself that author¬ 
ity.” he said, "and it is only 
the Parliament of Canada 
that can remove it.” 

He said the commission 
could refuse CP Rail’s appli¬ 
cation to end passenger ser¬ 
vice on any one of three 
points: 


• That the company had 
not complied .with conduct 
marketing studies and im¬ 
prove stations, as set out fol¬ 
lowing a 1970 hearing: 

• The obligation to^ con¬ 
tinue service: 

• 'The argument that the 
commission hasn't the juris- 
dictiem to end the service. 

THb terms that called for an 
attempt to improve the ser¬ 
vice followed a 1970 hearing 
in which CP Rail failed in an 
attempt to end passenger ser¬ 
vice at that time* 

Instead. .Smith said, the 
company had purposely let 
the .service deteriorate. 

"I submit that rather than-- 
listening to the decision of the 
commission, they have been 
listening to the dictates of 
higher CP management.” he 
said. 

Those dictates, he argued, 
were to "get out of the ser¬ 
vice.” 

Smith also said the applica¬ 
tion to sus[>end passenger and 
freight service between 
Parksville and Courtenay 
should be disallowed. 

He said there had been no 
ruoper study of service in that 


area, as recommended, that 
closure hurt coming develop¬ 
ment in the north and in¬ 
creased hazard.^ on already 
dangerous stretches of high¬ 
way. 

The company halted service 
July 1, just U days after in¬ 
forming the.CTC two trestles 
north of Parksville were un¬ 
safe. It would be eccffiomically 
wrong to spend $2.2 million to 
rebuild them, it argues. 

"Is the technique of letting 
trestles drop out of the line to 
be used across Canada in the 
future?” Smith asked. "If it 
is. I fear for the future of rail¬ 
ways." 

Of the company's claim il 
wxHild take a year to 18 
months to rebuild the trestles. 
Smith said; 

"If the builders of the trans- 
continental railway had 
moved with the same haste 1 
fear we would still be waiting 
for the ceremony to celebrate 
the driving of the last spike.” 

Maintaining the company 
knew in 1970 the trestles 
would be unsafe by 1^75, he 
said: "Thi.s is n very casual 
approach to the impending 
doom that they kne\^ would 
befall them in 1975.” 


That mininum would be in 
force in more than half the 
municipality and would ex¬ 
clude only edgewater lands 
where houses are already 
clustered and zoning is mostly 
residential.

In .letters received by c<Hin- 
cil, like one from J. F. Rick¬ 
ard this week, taxpayers say 
people who bought large 
tracts of land hoping to sub¬ 
divide should be allowed to 
do so. 

"North Saanich is not. and 
never will be. a farming area. 
It is not possible to make 
even a poor living off the land 
here. Any attempt to force 
people to do so is cruel and 
unrealistic,” he said. 

But ^ayor Paul Grieve ha.s 
Httle symp'’athy and feels 
nwre control is needed to 
keep the area rural. 

The line had to be drawn 
somewhere, he said. 

Opinion on North Saanich 
council is generally behind' 
the proposals which also in¬ 
clude closer definition of com¬ 
mercial and marina zoning. 

Approved in principle by all 
council members, the bylaw 
should go to public hearing In 
May and be in force by June. 
Grieve said.
